What 1s it, to do all to the Glory of God ys 
By the Glory of God weare to ca Þ vat 
God himſelf ; or the eminent Excellency 
of the Divine Nature, difcovered and 
made known to us in thoſe Perfe&1ons, 
which we commontyeal} the Attrrbutes of 
God : Such as his Goodneſs, his Wiſdom, 


his Holineſs, and ms Power. 


And we-are ſaid - do all ty the Glory of 
God. Not by making him more Glorious ; 
or by aiding to his Loy in any of theſe 


kiſtanees (which being Infinite can have 


nothing 


I at the Kentiſh«Fealt. 
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nothing added to them) : But to do all to the 
Glory of God, it denotes no more than to 


publiſh and ſhew forth- his Glory. Sing Pfal. 66: 1. 


Praiſes to the honour of his Name, make his 
Praiſe to be glorious : 1, e. Not make his 
Effence to be more glorious, than it is in 
it ſelf. - But, make his Praiſe to be more 
and more glorious in the Eye and Efteem 


of Men : That fo his Power, his Glory, andPkil, 145.12 || 


Mightineſs of his Kingdom, might be known 
unto Men. And that Men might aſcribe 
unto the Lord the Glory due unto bis Name. 

In ſhort, When the Wiſdom, the Power, 
the Fuſtice, the Mercy of God, with other 
his Divine Attributes, are contefled and 
acknowledged, are reverenced and adored 
by any of our Actions, then in Scripture 
Language, God is glorified : Or, ſuch a 
thing 1s done to the Glory of God. 


How can Eating and Drinking, which 
are but natural Actions, be ſaid to be done 
to God's Glory ? | | 

To this I Anſwer, 
- That Cn propoſe, 
MALIN TO; 2 to 
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to honour God in any Inſtance, 1s Obedi- 
ence.to his Commands. WH -9 

When therefore we Eat and Drink in 
ſuch a manner, and with ſuch Circum- 
ſtances, and for ſuch Ends and Reaſons as 
God hath direed and appointed, then 
theſe and ſuch like natural ACtions, are 
done to his Glory. 

Now the known Ends of Eating and 


Drinking are theſe ; 


The nouriſhing of our Bodies ; the refreſhing 
of our Spirits, and preſerving our Health, | 
lay, The refreſhing of our Spirits ; for doubt- 
lets Meats and Drinks are not only allowed 
us for Neceſſity ; for the meer Support of 
Nature ; but alſo for Satisfaction and De- 
light. God hath not only given Man 
Bread to ftrengthen him, but Oyl to make 
him a chearful Countenance, and Wine to 
make glad his Heart. 

But when Meats or Drinks are taken in 
ſuch; Exceſs, . that by oppreſſing Nature} . 
they hinder Dige$tion ; drown and fuffacate. 
the Spirits ; biſoder the Faculties; hinder the 
free uſe of Reaſon 3 and. thereby make Men 


unfit 


—_— 
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unfir for Buſmeſs';- and indiſpoſe them either 
or Cruil or Religious Duties 3 - then, and 111 
ſuch Caſes, the uſe of them 1s 1rregular 
and unlawful; diſhonourable to God, and 
deſtructive to themſelves. 

Theſe Exceſles are ſeverely redected up- 
on in the Holy Scriptures. 


Woe unto them- that riſe up early in thelſa.y.11,12. 


Morning, that they may follow ſtrong Drink, 
that continue until Night, till Wine inflame 
them Andthe Harp, and the Viol, the Tabret 
and Pip”, and Wine are in their Feaſts ; but 
they regard not the work of the Lord, neither 
conſider the operation of his Hands. 

Wine and Mufick, and Feaſting, are 
doubtleſs very lawful : But if Men wall 
fo far indulge themſelves in theie Enjoy- 
ments, as not to regard the work of the Lord ; 
4. e. If they Eat and Drink to that Exceſs, 
ſo as to drown their Reaſon, ſo as. not 
rightly to apprehend why theſe: Refreſh- 
ments were given them :- If they are ſo far - 
Dozed,. that they are uncapable to- bleſs * 
God for them, -and- to acknowledge his- * 
Bounty\in the uſe of theſe, - and all -other- 
their: Mercies, | In 
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© In ſhort, If they Eat and Drink 'only to 
gratifie their Appetites, not conſidering 
that their Health, their Strength, and their 
Time are to be improved to God's Glory, 
then there 1s a repeated Woe denounced 
againſt them, v. 22. Woe unto them that are 
mighty to drink Wine, and Men of ftrength 
to mingle Strong Drink. Woe unto them 
that thus Glory in their Shame; or, that 
make their Shame their Glory. 
*T'is therefore a very ſeafonable Admo- 
nition of our Blefled Saviour, Take heed 
Luke21-34. tg your ſelves, le$t at any time your hearts be 
overcharged with Surfetting and Drunkenneſs, 
and Cares of this Life, and ſo that Day come 
upon you Unawares. 
Rom.13.13 Let 15 walk hone$ly as in the Day ; not in 
Rioting and Drunkenneſs. 

The which Caution of St. Paul, is elſe.

Which 
is thus confirined by Fobn of Salisbury in 
his Polycraticon. 

As a Reward (faith he) of that fagnat 
Courage which our Kent with great eagerneſs 
and Readineſs ſhewed againſt the Danes, they 
do to this Day lay claim to the Honour of the 
firſt Ranks, and the firft Onfet in all Engage- 


ments. \ 
But omitting other Inftancee, I ſhall on- 


ly remind you of the Courage and Bravery 
of your Anceſtors, when Wilkam Duke of 
Normandy invaded England. 
| The Duke (for I will not call him your 
Conqueror) after the famous Battle near 
Haſtings, (where King Harold was ſlain) 
immedrately 'began ' his © March towards 
London : And entring into the Weald,” 'of 
Woody Part of Kent, and advancig with 
his Vatiguard before the-reſt of bs Army, 
Us he 
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he ' found: himſelf almoſt environed 'with, 
mighty:Numbers of -the' Kentih- Mwi,>who 
had concealed themſelves: in the''Wood, 
by carrying every Man a great Bough of 
a Tree, like a Shield in his Hand. 

But when they ſaw the Norman Troops, 
2nd the Duke at the Head of them, with- 
in their Danger, they began on a ſudden 
to march like a. moving Wood 3 till ap- 
proaching their Enemies, they threw down 
their Boughs, and diſcovered on all fides 
a Multitude of brave armed Mer, read 
to charge the Normans, that ſtood ſurpri- 
zed and amazed at the ſtrangeneſs of the 
Sight 3 which appeared as if a Wood had 
been, by ſome Enchantment, transformed 
into an Army. 

But the Kentiſh- Men approaching, to 
ſhew that they had Conduct 'as well as 
Valour, made a Halt; and fent the Abbot * 
of St. Auſtins to tell the Duke, that all 
the Men of that Province were -there al- 
ſfembled to defend their Country and their 
Liberties 3 or, to-ſell their Lives as dear 
as s they could. .. But if -he-would fwear'to 
TY preſerve 
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preſerye, them.:in theſe ancient ILLaws and 
Guſtoms;z. under. which they. and their 
Anceſtors had ſo long lived, | they were 
then. all\. ready to lay down their Arms; 
and become: this Subjects. If not ; he 
muſt prepare-to-fight with Men that had 
reſolved to loſe :their Lives, rather than 
their Liberties and Laws. 

_ The Duke finding he was too far ad- 
yanced to joyn the Body of his Army 
before he engaged, and unwilling to ven- 
ture all his Hopes and Fortunes, againſt 
ſach numerous Bands of deſperate Men, 
of ſuch Courage and Reſolution as theſe 
appeared co be ; He granted to all the In- 
habitants of the Province of Kent, the 
Preſervation and free Enjoyment of all 
their ancient Laws and Cuſtoms under 
the Sazon Reigns. He ſwore the Obſer- 
vance of his Grant, received their Ho- 
mage, and fo purſued his March. 

, Þhus-I have preſamed;to-be your Hi- 
ſtorian as well as your Preacher, m' giving 
this ſhort Account of thoſe Green Boughs, 
which. this, Day, are carried 'before-you :
